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SECOND REPORT 



Of His Majesty's Commissioneus of Inquiry into Ecclesiastical 
Revenues and Patronage, in IrelandT 



TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

W E, the Commissioners constituted and appointed for inquiring into 
Ecclesiastical Revenues and Patronage in Ireland, under and by 
virtue of Your Majesty’s Royal Commission, bearing date at Westminster, 
the fifteenth day of August, in the third year of Your Majesty’s Reign j 
wliereby we, whose hands and seals are hereunto annexed, and the other 
Commissioners therein named and directed, are authorized and empowered 
to make a full and correct Inquiry respecting the Revenue and Patronage 
belonging to the several Archiepiscopal and Episcopal Sees; to all Cathedral 
and Collegiate Churches ; and to all Ecclesiastical Benefices, including 
Donatives, Perpetual Curacies and Chapelries, with or without Cure of Souls, 
in that part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, called Tre- 
land, and the names of the several Patrons thereof, and other circumstances 
therewith connected ; and to certify to Your Majesty, from time to time, 
under the hands and seals of any three or more of us the Commissioners, our 
several proceedings from time to time, as the same shall be respectively 
completed and perfected ; — DO most humbly beg leave to submit to Your 
Majesty that, since the date of our last Report, relating to the Archiepiscopal 
and Episcopal Revenues and Patronage, our attention has been confined to 
that part of the Inquiry which relates to the Revenue and Patronage ; — 
First, Of all Collegiate and Cathedral Churches : — and of all other Eccle- 
siastical Corporations, connected therewith ; such as Minor Canonries, Vicar 
Choralships, &c. 

Secondly, Of all Dignitaries; — such as Deans, Precentors, Chancellors, 
Treasurers, Archdeacons, Provosts -and 

Thirdly, Of all Prebendaries and Canons of, or belonging to, Cathedral 
Churches in Ireland. 

And to this our present Report, which is confined to these subjects of 
inquiry, we have caused to be subjoined a copy of the Queres which we 
directed to be transmitted to each Collegiate and Cathedral Church, and to 
all Dignitaries, Prebendaries and Canons, as aforesaid, for the purpose of 
eliciting the fullest information upon the matters which are made the 
subject of investigation in Your Majesty’s Commission ; and, with regard to 
each Dean and Chapter, as a corporation aggregate, or to each Dignitary, 
Prebendary and Canon, as a corporation sole, we would beg leave to refer 
to the columns of the Tabular Digest hereunto annexed, for the details, 
and to the summaries of the contents of these columns thereunto subjoined, 
for the results, of our Inquiries into the Revenue and Patronage of these 
5Sq, 2- n Corporations, 
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Corporations, and into the several particulars and circumstances connected 
therewith, as calculated to afford much fuller and more satisfactory infor- 
mation respecting them than it would be possible to comprise in any state- 
ment of a more general nature on the subject. 

Our inquiry, respecting the corporations aggregate, was directed to the 
names and proper titles of the several and respective Corporations ; — the 
names and offices of the Persons constituting the same ; — the gross and net 
amounts of their Corporate Revenues, and the sources from whence arising, 
specifying % amount of each source the nature and amount of any 
yearly payments or allowances chargeable on, or incident to, the Corporate 
Revenues ; — the amount of revenue annually reserved and appropriated to 
the expenses of repairs, or to other purposes, and not divisible amongst the 
members of the Corporation ; — the state of the fabrics of the Cathedral 
Churches, the funds appropriated to their repair, and whether they are 
sufficient for the purpose, or not; — the annual amounts of the Economy 
Estates, if any, the sources from whence arising, and the mode of their 
appropriation ; — the names of all Canons, Vicars-Choral, and of all other 
subordinate Officers belonging to Cathedral Churches, with the titles of their 
several and respective offices, and the amount of the net yearly income of 
each office; — whether houses are assigned for the residence of any members 
of the Chapters, or of any other persons belonging to the Cathedral Churches ; — 
the names of any Benefices, or other Ecclesiastical Preferments, in the patron- 
age of each Corporation, with the annual value of such, and of the counties 
and dioceses in which they are situated j — the name of any Benefice or 
other Ecclesiastical Office, with or without cure, held by any members of 
the Chapter, or by any of the persons belonging to the Cathedral Churches 
and the names of the Tenants or Lessees under each Corporation aggregate, 
the denominations and acreable contents of the Lands held bv each, 
the annual Rent and Fine payable, the terra for which granted, and the 
residue of said term remaining unexpired. 

And, as regards the corporations sole, We instituted a similar inquiry as 
to the proper title of each ; — the names of the Incumbent-dignitaries, Preben- 
daries and Canons, with the dates of their admissions j — the duties annexed to 
each office, and whether houses of residence are assigned them, or not ; — 
the names of the Benefices, with or without cure of Souls, constituting the 
corps of each Dignity , or Prebend; — the gross and net amounts of the 
yearly revenues of each Dignity and Prebend, exclusive of the Benefices 
with cure of souls ; — the sources from whence said revenues arise, specifying 
the amount of each source; — the expectation, in the judgment of the Incum- 
bent, of such net revenue continuing the same in ftiture, especially in 
regard to that portion of it arising from Fines on renewals ; — the proper titles 
of any Ecclesiastical Preferments in the patronage of each Dignitary, Pre- 
bendary or Canon; — the name of every Benefice or Ecclesiastical Office 
held by each of them ;— and the names of the Lessees under each corporation 
sole, the denominations and quantities of their Lands, the rents and fines 
payable, the terms for which granted, and the residue thereof remaining 
unexpired. 

Of the corporations aggregate, it may be observed, that there is, in each of 
the thirty-two dioceses in Ireland, a Corporation, called the Dean and Chapter, 
with the exception of the dioceses of Meath, Kilmore and Ardagh, in which 
it appears that there is neither Chapter, Cathedral nor Economy. All the 
Beneficed Clergy in the diocese of Meath form a Synod, of which the Arch- 
deacon is President ; and any proceedings of the Synod touching the affairs 

of 
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of the diocese are authenticated by a common seal, which is annually lodged 
with one of the Members, by the vote of the majority ; but in the dioceses 
of Kilmore and Ardagh, we have had no evidence of the existence of any 
such diocesan synod. 

The corporations of Deans and Chapters in Ireland amount in number to 
thirty ; inasmuch as, in the diocese of Dublin, there are two Deans and Chap- 
ters, one of the Holy Trinity, otherwise Christ Church, and the other of» 
St. Patrick's, the cathedral churches of both being situated in the diocese 
of Dublin, which of itself is deserving of notice as the only circumstance 
of the kind existing in this country ; it is, however, attended with this 
partial inconvenience, that any act of the Metropolitan, which requires the 
confirmation of the Dean and Chapter, is not valid and of force in Law, 
unless confirmed and ratified by both Deans and Chapters j but as such 
confirmatory acts are now of rare occurrence, being merely confined to con- 
firming the appointment of officers, such as the Vicar-General and Registrar 
of the Diocese, the inconvenience attending it cannot be such as might 
be otherwise apprehended. 

The component Members of the Deans and Chapters consist, most com- 
monly, of a Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer, Archdeacon, and of 
Prebendaries, varying in number from one, as in the case of Dromore, to 
twenty, as in the case of the chapter of St. Patrick’s-Dublin. The order 
of precedence, too, among the Precentors, Chancellors, Treasurers, and 
Archdeacons, varies in different chapters j as in those of Clogher, Dromore 
and others, the Archdeacons rank next in order to the Dean; while in 
the case of Down, Connor and other chapters, the Chancellors may have 
precedence of the Precentors : and with respect to the offices of Dean, 
Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer, and Archdeacon, it may be observed, that 
they are commonly called Dignities, although it would seem, strickly speak- 
ing, that none are such in the contemplation of the Law, unless ecclesias- 
tical jurisdiction be annexed to such offices, which in this country appears 
seldom to be the case. 

The exceptions to the constituency of the Chapters, as already mentioned, 
with regard to the offices of Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer, and Arch- 
deacon, are these;— namely, that in the chapters of Tuam, Derry, Raphoe 
and Clonfert, there are neither Precentor, Chancellor, nor Treasurer;— in 
those of Elphin, Killalla and Achonry, there is neither Chancellor nor 
Treasurer ;— in those of Clogher and Emly there is no Treasurer;— and in 
those of Kildare and Waterford, it is singular to remark, that the Arch- 
deacons of these Dioceses do not form constituent Members of their 
respective 'chapters. The office of Provost, in the chapters of Tuam and 
Kilmacduagh, and the office of Sacrist or Sacristan, in that of Clonfert, form 
component parts of these Chapters, which offices are unknown to exist in 
any other Chapter. And in relation to the office of Prebendary forming part 
of the capitular constituency, it is to be observed that the exceptions, in 
case of these, are the chapters of Waterford, Ardfert, and Kilfenora, in 
which there are not any Prebendaries; while in the chapters of Kildare and 
Killaloe, although there are eight Prebendaries belonging to the cathedral 
church of Kildare, and seven Prebendaries belonging to the cathedral 
church of Killaloe, yet these Prebendaries are not component members of 
their respective chapters. In the case of Kildare there are four Canons, who 
constitute part of that chapter; while in that of Killaloe, the offices of 
Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and Archdeacon alone compose the 
chapter. It appears, however, that the chapter of the cathedral church of

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Kildare consists of two parts, called the inner and outer Chapters ; in the 
inner chapter is wholly vested the Property of the corporation and the 
jurisdiction of the cathedral of Kildare ; and although each Prebendary has, 
in right of his prebend, a stall in the cathedral, yet being only a Member of 
what is termed the outer body or chapter, he is not allowed to have any 
knowledge, acquaintance or connection whatever with the affairs or matters 
of the inner chapter ; nor do they derive any benefit or emolument whatever 
from their prebends, as such, save and except that of occupying a stall in 
the cathedral, as has been already noticed, and a voice in the election of 
the dean of Kildare. 

The corporate revenues of the Deans and Chapters are considerably less 
than might be expected j for on reference to that part of the annexed 
Digest which relates to their corporate revenues, and to which we would beg 
leave to refer for the detailed account of them, it will be found that there 
are only two Deans and Chapters in Ireland who possess any Property in 
their corporate capacity, w’hich is divisible amongst them as a common 
Fund; namely, those of Kildare and Waterford j amounting, in the case of 
Kildare* to the average net sum of £.492. 7s. 9d., and in that of Waterford t, 
to the net sum of £.435. 12 s. 5d.‘, but it is proper to remark, that no dividend 
of the revenues arising from the common estate of Kildare takes place until 
the repairs of the cathedral, which is not a parochial church, and all other 
necessary requisites, shall have been first provided for ; and that even the 
members of that chapter appear, not long since, to have relinquished three 
years’ income for the very purpose of repairing their cathedral churcli; but 
in the case of the cathedral of Waterford, it is a parochial as well as a cathe- 
dral church, and has been heretofore kept in repair partly by means of the 
Economy Estate, and partly by parochial assessments. A custom seems 
to obtain with the dean and chapter of Leighlin, of allocating to each 
member a ninth portion of each renewal fine as it falls in, the tenth being 
carried to the account of the Economy Fund for repairs ; but these renewal 
fines appear to be so few and uncertain, and divisible into so many shares, 
that, for the three years ending September 1831, the average annual share of 
each member of the chapter only amounted to the sum of £..‘>. 

Of the remaining chapters, twenty-seven in number, it appears that there are 
thirteen which are not possessed of corporate revenues whatever ; namel}% 
those of Clogher, Connor, Dromore, Derry, Raphoe, Ferns, Ardfert, Kilfenora, 
Elpliin, Clonfert, Kilmacduagh, Killalla and Achonry ; neither are the remain- 
ing fourteen chapters possessed, in their corporate capacity, of any revenues 
or common estate which is divisible amongst them, or in which they have 
any common or individual interest ; for although indeed they do exercise a 
control and management over the Funds arising from tlie Econom)' Estates, 
yet as these estates are reserved and appropriated to particular purposes, the 
Deans and Chapters are no otherwise interested in them, than to direct the 
appropriation of these revenues to the purposes for which they were originally 
assigned. 

There are sixteen chapters endowed with economy estates ; namely, those 
of Armagh, Christ Church-Dublin, St. Patrick’s-Dublin, Down, Leighlin, 
St. Canice-Kilkenny, Cashel, Emly, Waterford, Lismore, Limerick, Cork, 
Ross, Cloyne, Killaloe, and Tuam. The purposes to which the funds 
arising from these estates, amounting to the gross sum of £. 11,055. 14^. 7^d.,-^

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are properly applicable, and to which they seem to have been applied, are the 
sustentation of the Fabrics of the cathedral churches, respectively ; the 
maintenance of the Officers and Servants of these churches ; and the pro- 
viding things reiiuisite and necessary for the celebration of the cathedial 
services. But although these estates are, in some instances, reported to be 
fully sufficient for the purposes for which they were originally granted, 
yet this does not appear to be the case generally; and however adequate 
they may be, in some cases, to the annual repairs of the cathedra 
edifices, and to the maintenance of the Officers and of the cathedral 
service, yet, from the lapse of time and their great antiquity, some 
of these edifices have become so decayed and dilapidjrted as to be almost 
incapable of repair, and to stand in need of being rebuilt ; to which pur- 
poses the funds arising from the Economy estates are quite unequal. ^ In 
some cases a casualty of this kind has been foreseen and guarded against, 
by investing the savings arising from the Economy estate in former yeais in 
the Public Funds, until a sufficient sum had been realized for the rebuilding 
of the entire edifice ; as in the case of the cathedral of Emly, which is 
now in complete repair. By similar means very extensive repairs, to the 
amount of £.7,500, including engagements, have been executed, or are in the 
progress of completion, to the cathedral of Christ-Ciiurch, Dublin ; all which 
have been effected by the investment of the surplus income of the Economy 
estate of former years in the Public Funds ; and although many parts of the 
cathedral of St. Patrick’s-Dublin, are in an unsound state from lapse of 
time, yet within the last twenty years, no less a sum than £. 20,000 is rejiorted 
to us by the dean and chapter to have been expended out of the Economy 
estate upon the repairs of this cathedral, but we have no other knowledge 
of the fact; and they also report that this edifice should not now require aid 
for its repairs beyond its own resources, were it not for the expensive law- 
suits which the dean and chapter state they have several times been drawn 
into in defence of their rights ; and they further state that the present 
Dean of St. Patrick’s has, at a personal expense of £. 700, contracted for the 
execution of some of the repairs of a more urgent nature ; the chapter in- 
tending, as they inform us, to supply the existing deficiency in their annual 
funds, for completing the repairs of the cathedral, by the application of 
the renewal Fines to this purpose, as they may fall in. 

We cannot, however, leave this part of our subject without adverting to 
the state of the cathedral of Armagh, which, notwithstanding the expendi- 
ture from time to time of considerable sums on its repairs, has become from 
lapse of time unsuited to its rank as the Metropolidcal See of Ireland. 
We are informed that several eminent Architects, who were consulted, had 
reported the building and foundations to be so defective as to make it im- 
prudent to expend any large sum upon its restoration ; that the Primate and 
the dean and chapter, being unwilling to pull down, or suffer to go to decay, 
a building venerable for its antiquity, and reputed to be of the 12th or 13th 
century, and part of which was, as is supposed, erected in the age of St. 
Patrick, consulted other skilful persons; and an Architect has at length 
undertaken, with every prospect of success, to restore it to nearly its ancient 
state ; and that having given proofs of his abilities, as we are informed, in the 
renovation of the cathedral at Rochester, and of the abbey at St. Albans, the 
■Primate and the dean and chapter of Armagh have recently approved of his 
plans, and commenced the restoration of the choir, at the estimated expense 
of about £. 10,000, which they have resolved, as reported to us, to defray 
out of their own private funds ; the Economy-estate, amounting only to 
cQQ 3 *3 £. 180. l5. 5d. 
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f. 180. 1 s. 5d. per annum, being scarcely sufficient for defraying the salaries 
of the Officers, and providing for the current expenses of the cathedral. 

With the exception of Meath, Kilmore and Ardagh, there is a cathedral 
edifice in each of the remaining dioceses, and two in that of Dublin, making 
thirty altogether ; some of them are of long standing and great antiquity ; but, 
notwithstanding, tjiey are all reported, with the exception of those of Armagh, 
Ross, Kilfenora and Clonfert, to be in a good state of repair ; some having 
been either lately i*ebuilt, or put into excellent and complete order. And 
although the cathedrals of Down, Old-Leighlin, liaphoe and Kildare, are 
not in such good or^er or sound condition as the others, yet it is observed 
that they are far from being in a state of dilapidation, as is the case with that 
of Clonfert, which has suffered so much from the lapse of time that the 
chancel alone affords accommodation for the celebration of divine service, 
the nave or body of the cathedral, which is large and lofty, being at pre- 
sent a mere waste. In many cases, the cathedral churches have been kept 
in repair, and all requisites provided for, by means of the revenues arising 
from the Economy estates, as is the case with those of Christ Church-Dublin, 
St. Patrick’s-Diiblin, St. Canice- Kilkenny, Emly, Lismore, Limerick, Cork, 
Ross, Cioyne and Killaloe. But where these estates are either insufficient 
for these purposes, as is the case with those of Cashel, Waterford, Down and 
Tuam ; or, where no such endowments exist, as with those of the cathedrals 
of Clogher, Connor, Derry, Raphoe, Dromore, Ferns, Ardfert, Kilfenora, Clon- 
fert, Kilmacduagh, Killalla and Achonry, some of these cathedral churches 
have been either made Parochial, under the act of the 21 Geo. 2, c. 8, or some 
Parochial churches have been made Cathedral, under the act of 39 Geo. 3, c.l9 ; 
whereby, under either statute, as also in cases where usage and custom, or 
particular statutes, have sanctioned the appropriation of cathedral churches to 
parochial purposes, or otherwise, provision was made under the 7 Geo. 4, c. 72 , 
for the expenses of the repairs of all such Cathedral-parochial churches being 
borne either by parochial assessment altogether, or partly by parochial assess- 
ment and partly by contributions from the deans and chapters, where they 
have a corporate fund, as is the case in that of Cashel, the dean and chapter 
contributing one-fourth, and the Parishioners the remaining three-fourths, of 
all expenses of repairs. And although the deans and chapters of Clogher 
and Ferns are not, in their corporate capacity, possessed of any revenues, 
yet they appear to have voluntarily contributed, the former one-fifth, and the 
latter one-half of the expenses that may be requisite for the repairs of these 
Cathedral-parochial churches ; and within the last year, the cathedral of 
Ardfert, which also serves as a Parochial church, appears to have been put 
into complete repair, by means of a subscription entered into by the five 
Dignitaries, aided by a grant from the Bishop of the diocese. 

There are, in some of the cathedral churches, founded and erected certain 
subordinate corporations, such as Minor or Petty canonries and Vicar-cho- 
ralships. With regard to the Minor or Petty canonries*, there appear to be 
only two cathedral churches in which they are known to exist, namely, those 
of St. Patrick’s-Dublin, and Ardfert ; the Canons belonging to the cathedral 
church of Kildare being merely Canons of that/church, and not Minor 
Canons. As respects the corporations called Vicars-choral, they are eleven 
in number, and have been founded in the cathedral churches of Armagh, 
Christ Church-Dublin, St. Patrick’s-Dublin, St. Canice-Kilkenny, Limerick, 
Cashel, Lismore, Cork, Ross, Cioyne and Tuam. All these corporations 
consist, for the most part, of several and distinct persons, who were incor- 
porated 
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porated by the names of Minor Canons, Canons of the cathedral church of 
Kildare, or Vicars-choral, and have been endowed with lands or tithes, or 
both, amounting to the gross sum of £. 10,525. 19-y. for the purpose, as 

it would seem, in the case of the Minor Canons, of the due performance of 
divine service, or in that of the Vicars-clloral, of the support and susten- 
tation of the choral services, within their cathedral churches, respectively. 
In the case of Ardfert, however, the corporation called Minor Canon, as in 
those of Tuam and Ross, the corporations called Vicars-choral, appear at 
the present day to have dwindled down to a single individual in each, who 
appears to be wholly discharged of any duty whatever ; and these offices long 
since would have become obsolete and wholly extinct, but for the emoluments 
which still attach and are enjoyed by the individuals who fill them, without 
rendering any apparent service whatever, except in the case of the Vicar- 
choral of Ross. 

Of corporations sole, there are, of Deans, thirty-three in number ; of Pre- 
centors, twenty-six ; of Chancellors, twenty-two ; of Treasurers, twenty-one ; 
of Archdeacons, thirty-four, there being two archdeacons in the diocese of 
Dublin, and two in the consolidated diocese of Ardfert and Aghadoe ; of 
Provosts, two ; and of Sacristans, one j thereby making of Dignitaries, in the 
common acceptation of the word, one hundred and thirty-nine. Of Preben- 
daries, there are one hundred and seventy-eight j and of Canons, nine. 

The duties, for the most part, of the Dignitaries and Prebendaries, as 
such, appear to be preaching in rotation with the other members of each 
chapter, in the respective cathedral church^; attending chapter meetings; 
and, in some instances, the occasional management and superintendence of 
the Economy-estates, with the exception of the Prebendaries of Christ- 
church, Dublin, who are charged with the additional duty of a daily atten- 
dance, each in turn, upon the Morning and Evening services in the cathe- 
dral throughout the year. The Archdeacons are not merely members of 
the respective chapters, but in some instances, as officers of the dioceses 
at large, have also certain duties to perform, such as the examination of 
candidates for holy orders, attendance at all ordinations, consecrations of 
churches, and confirmations ; but the last two duties, it would seem,' are 
not necessarily attached to the office of archdeacon in this country, and in 
many dioceses are not undertaken by the archdeacons unless called on by 
their respective Ordinaries. New duties, however, have been lately im- 
posed on them, under and by virtue of the 127th section in the Church 
Temporalties act, which provides, “ that the several archdeacons in Ireland 
shall have and exercise all such powers, rights, authorities, privileges and 
jurisdictions within their respective archdeaconries, as any archdeacons in 
England have or exercise within their respective archdeaconries by any law, 
statute, canon or general custom, in force in England;” by virtue whereof 
they now, like the archdeacons in England, may visit the clergy of their 
respective archdeaconries, although they are not. empowered to hold 
diocesan visitations, as the Bishops do, or those commissioned by them, as 
the Vicars-general usually are. 

The aforesaid duties are however wholly distinct from, and exclusive of, 
those which Archdeacons, Dignitaries and Prebendaries may have to per- 
form as Parish Ministers ; for in many instances there are annexed to

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several of the dignities and prebends, one, two or more benefices, with 
cure of souls attached, which form the corps of these dignities and pre- 
bends, respectively ; and wherever such annexation exists, the Incumbent- 
dignitary or prebendary has all the duties of a Parochial Minister cast upon 
him. 

The dignities, which have not benefices with cure of souls annexed 
to them, are the nine deaneries of Armagh, Clonmacnois, Dromore, Christ 
Church-Dublin, St. Patrick's-Dublin, Lismore, Ross, Tuam and Clonfert ; — 
the nine precentorships of St. Patrick’s-Dublin, St. Canice-Kilkenny, Water- 
ford, Lismore, Ross, Elphin, Kilmacduagh, Killalla and Achonry; — the 
five chancellorships of Christ Church-Dublin, Kildare, Emly, Lismore and 
Ross the five treasurerships of Down, Christ Church-Dublin, St. Patrick's- 
Dublin, Ross and Kilmacduagh ; — the eleven archdeaconries of Raphoe, 
Kilmore, Ardagh, Kildare, Ross, Kilfenora, Tuam, Clonfert, Kilmacduagh, 
Killalla and Achonry ; — the two provostships of Tuam and Clonfert; — 
and the sacristship of Clonfert ; — thereby making of Dignitaries forty-two 
in number, who have not any cure of souls annexed to their offices ; and it 
may be added, with regard to the five archdeaconries of Raphoe, Kilmore, 
Ardagh, Kildare and Killalla, that there are little or no emoluments there- 
unto belonging. 

There are also Fifty-two prebends without having any benefices with cure 
of souls annexed to them ; namely, the seven prebends of Swords, Yagoe, 
Wicklow, Timothan, Castleknock, Tassagard and Maynooth, in the cathe- 
dral church of St. Patrick’s, l5ublin ; — the prebend of Castropetre, in the 
cathedral of Kildare the prebend of Kilrane, in that of Ferns the seven 
prebends of Seskenane, Kilgobinet, Dysart, Kilrosanty, Modeligo, Ciashmore, 
and Tulloghorton, in the cathedral of Lismore ; — the prebends of Dollards- 
town, in the cathedral of Emly of Liscleary and Holy Trinity in that of 

Cork; of Curragranemore, in that of Ross; — Kilmacdonough, in that of 

Cloyne;— and those of Lockeen, Clondagad, Dysert, Tulloh and Rath, in 
that of Killaloe;-- -the five prebends of Killabeggs, Taghsaxon, Kilmoylan, 
Faldown and Laccagb, in the cathedral of Tuam ; — the four of Kilmacallane, 
Kilgoghlin, Kilcooley and Tirebrine, in that of Elphin;— the eight prebends 
of Fenore, Anacalla, Kilconnell, Killaspicmoylan, Kilteskill, Droughta, Bally- 
noulter and Kilquane, in the cathedral of Clonfert the two of Kinvarra 
and Island- Eddy, in that of Kilmacduagh ; — the five of Killanley, Enew, Ar- 
dagh, Lackan and Rosserkbeg, in that of Killalla ; — and the two prebends of 
Kiliaraght and Kilmovee, in the-«athedral cluirch of Achonry but it is to 
be observed, that the prebend of Timothan, in St. Patrick’s cathedral ; 
Dollardstown, in that of Emly ; and Killanley, in that of Killalla, exist 
merely in name, not having any fruits or emoluments whatever belonging to 
them ; while the annual proceeds of other prebends, are extremely small, not 
amounting in some cases to ten pounds per annum, and in many not exceeding 
forty pounds per annum, as is the case with some of those in the province of 
Tuam. It appears also, that there are four prebends, without cure, annexed to 
the episcopal dignity, namely, that of Cullen to the archiepiscopal see of Dub- 
lin ; those of Glankeeu and Isertlaurence to the archiepiscopal see of 
Cashel ; and that of Athnet to the episcopal see of Limerick ; and in right 
of their prebendal offices, these Dignitaries are entitled to a voice and seat 
in their respective chapters ; but they do not appear, in all instances, to be 
in the habit of availing themselves of their privileges in this respect. 

With regard to the nine Canonries, it is to be' observed, that there are not 
any Benefices, or cure of souls, attached to any of them. In the case of the 

four 
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four Minor or Petty canons of St. Patrick’s cathedral, the duties of each ap- 
pear to be, either personally or by deputy, to attend attheMorningand Evening 
services in the cathedral every fourth Sunday, and at Morning Service every 
day in the succeeding week ; and as regards the four Canons of Kildare, each 
is obliged every eighth Sunday, in rotation with the other members of the 
chapter, to undertake the cathedral duties, which duties are, however, dis- 
charged by a residentiary Canon, at the expense of the individual members of 
that chapter ; but in the case of the Minor or Petty canon of Ardfert, there is 
not any duty now annexed to this office, the church of Ardfert being parochial 
as well as cathedral, and consequently all the duties performed by the Parochial 
Minister. ^ 

Each dignitary and prebendary, under various statutable enactments, enjoys 
the like powers of Archbishops and Bishops of leasing, for terms of 21 years, 
the lands, and, for terms of 40 years, the houses and premises in cities and 
towns, belonging to their several and respective dignities and prebends ; and 
on accepting a surrender of their leases each year, or at such periods as are 
customary, to take a fine from their tenants on granting a renewal of the 
lease for the full terra, with the consent of the respective deans and chapters. 
Consequently, the proceeds of the several dignities and prebends, which 
have not cure of souls annexed, and which amount, in the case of the dig- 
nities, to the gross sum of £. 31,329. 17 6 S d.*, and in that of the prebends 

to £. 8 , 993 . 65 . 7^d.f, arise, in some instances, from rents of lands and 
houses, and fines on renewals, but more commonly from the rectorial 
tithes, or portions thereof, of parishes which were originally appropriated 
to their use and sustentation. Where the revenues arise merely from lands, 
or the appropriation of tithes, without having any spiritual duties thereunto 
annexed, as is the case in the forty-two dignities and fifty-two prebends 
already specified, the cure of souls is consequently vested in the Vicars of 
the -respective parishes, thereby rendering those dignities and prebends 
mere sinecure offices, save and except the duty of preaching occasionally in 
the respective cathedral churches, as already mentioned. 

In the case, however, of all other dignities and prebends having cure of 
souls, the proceeds, arise not merely from some or all of these sources of 
I'evenue, but principally from the tithes, rectorial and vicarial, of the 
benefices with cure of souls, which form the corps of their respective dig- 
nities and prebends, whereby all the duties of a parochial cure are attached 
to them ; and most commonly, as regards the prebends, these form the only 
maintenance of the Prebendary, or as regards the dignity, they constitute, 
if not the sole, the principal support of the Dignitary. 

With respect to the corporate revenues of the deans and chapters, 
Minor-canonries, Vicar-chordships, or of those arising from the Economy 
estates, they all proceed either from rents of houses and lands, and fines 
on renewal, or from appropriate tithes ; or from all these sources : but 
there is this difference in the power of leasing possessed by some of the 
Minor-canons and Vicars-choral, that they appear to be enabled, either 
by statute or by the express terms of their charters, to make leases of the 
properties possessed by them in cities and towns, not merely for 21 and 
40 years, but for terms extending to the period of 60 and even of 99 
years.

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With regard to the renewal fines taken by Deans and Chapters, the prac- 
tice adopted in some instances, as in that of Christ Church, Dublin, is to 
ascertain precisely the improved value of the premises, grounds and improve- 
ments, with the proportionate interests of the chapter and of the tenants, 
respectively, in each, and to demand an eighth part of the tenant’s profit rent 
for a lease of 40 years, and a fifth part of the same for a lease of 21 years, 
as a renewal fine ; — and in others, as in that of Waterford, where the tenants 
most generally agree for terms of 40 years, it is usual to renew with them 
every 14 years, on payment of a fine equal to the estimate of one year’s value 
of the premises at the time of making such renewals ; with this condition, 
that if one year be suffered to elapse, one-fourth mi)re will be demanded j 
and if two years, one-half more, and so in proportion ; — but in the remaining 
instances, one-fifth of the profit rent appears usually to be demanded, in the 
w'ay of fine, for adding one year to a term of 20 years ; or in any greater term, 
according to the nature of the property, the term granted, and its net value, 
after deducting rent and all other charges. In the case of the Minor Canons 
of St. Patrick’s, the mode adopted by them appears to be, to cause a survey 
and valuation of the lands to be made, and having submitted such valua- 
tion, toj^ether with the unexpired term which the lease has to run, to a 
respectable Notary Public, the sum which such Notary conceives ought to 
be paid for the renewal sought, is the sum demanded and accepted by them, 
one moiety in the way of an increase of rent, and the other moiety in the 
way of fine, as being in their judgment the most equitable plan of dealing 
towards their successors ; — and as regards the Canons of Kildare, the 
renewal fines are reported, in some instances, to be regulated or\ the prin- 
ciple of ascertaining that the premises are of a certain value above the 
reserved rent, and of allowing £.10 per cent, on the difference between the 
real value and the reserved rent of houses, and generally £. 8 per cent, on 
that of land ; but in others, either by private agreement, or not on any fixed 
principle whatever. With respect to the Vicars-choral, as in those of 
Christ Church and St. Patrick’s, Dublin, their practice, with regard to 
renewal fines, appears to be to ascertain the yearly value of the premises, 
and, on the actual clear yearly profit rent, to allow the tenants £.7, £. 8 or 
£. 9 per cent., as the case may be j and according to the scale of the 
number of years elapsed in a 21, 40, 41, or 60 years’ lease, the amount of 
the renewal fine to be paid will appear 5 and in all other instances, the 
practice seems to be similar to that already described in ordinary cases. 
But with relation to the principle or mode of calculation adopted by all 
Dignitaries and Prebendaries, in ascertaining the amounts of renewal fines 
payable by their tenants, it appears, where any mode exists, to be similar to 
that practised by all Archbishops and Bishops, taking one-fifth of the 
tenant’s profit, after deducting the rent, by way of fine, upon the tenant’s 
own return, without causing an actual survey or valuation of the lands to 
be made ; but most commonly they seem quite willing and content to renew 
with their tenants on the same terms and principles as their predecessors 
did ; in many cases it would seem that they are not governed by any fixed 
principle in dealing with their tenants as to their renewals, and that many 
renewals are effected by private agreement between them and their tenants. 

The patronage of the corporations of the deans and chapters appears 
extremely limited, inasmuch as there are but six of them possessed of any 
patronage whatever ; namely, the dean and chapter of Christ Church, who 
have the right of presentation to the three prebends of that church ; to the 
four benefices of St. Mary’s, St. Paul’s, St. Thomas’s and Balscadden, as also 
an alternate turn of presentation to the benefice of St. George’s, in the 

county 
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county and diocese of Dublin ; and a fourth turn of presentation to the union 
of Philipstown-Nugent, in the county of Louth and diocese of Armagh; — 
besides the right of appointment to the six Vicar-choralships of said cathe- 
dral church. The dean and chapter of St. Patrick’s have the right of presen- 
tation to the four cures of St. Bridget, St. Nicholas-within, St. Nicholas- 
without, and St. Luke's, in the county of the city and diocese of Dublin. 
The dean and chapter of Leighlin present to the perpetual cure of Old- 
Leighlin, in the county of Carlow and diocese of Leighlin. The dean and 
chapter of St. Canice, Kilkenny, present to the five benefices of Sheffin, Bal- 
lynemara, Ballylarkin," Ilathcool and Durrow, in the county of Kilkenny 
and diocese of Ossory. The dean and chapter of St. Finbarr’s, Cork, present 
to the perpetual cure of Marmullane and the chapelry of St. Michael, in the 
county of the city and diocese of Cork. And the dean and chapter of 
Killaloe enjoy the right of presentation to the three perpetual cures of Kil- 
laloe, O’Brien’s-Bridge, and Feakle, in the county of Clare and diocese of 
Killaloe; — thereby making the total presentation of these corporations, to 
benefices, amount to three prebends, nine benefices, nine perpetual cures, 
an alternate turn of presentation to one benefice, and a fourth turn of pre- 
sentation to another ; — and, in the case of the dean and chapter of Christ 
Church, to the six Vicar-choralships of said cathedral church. As regards the 
corporations of the Minor-canons and Vicars-choral, none of them are pos- 
sessed of any patronage save and except the Canons of Kildare, who have a 
voice in the election of the Dean of that cathedral church ; — the Vicars- 
choral of St. Patrick’s, Dublin, who present to the benefices of Stabannon, 
in the county of Louth and diocese of Armagh, and of Kinneigh, in the 
county of Kildare and diocese of Dublin ; — the Vicars-choral of Cashel, who 
present to the perpetual cure of Ardmayle, in the county of Tipperary and 
diocese of Cashel ; — and the Vicars-choral of Limerick, who are patrons of 
the five benefices of Crecorah, Gorcomohide, Clonelty, Kilfergus and Kil- 
moylan, in the county and diocese of Limerick. 

With respect to the patronage ,of the dignities and prebends of cathedral 
churches, it may be observed, that, as regards the deaneries, they are all 
in the presentation of Your Majesty, with the exception of three ; namely, 
Clonmacnoise, which is in the collation of the Bishop of Meath, and those of 
St. Patrick’s-Dublin, and Kildare, which are elective by their respective 
chapters. But as regards the other dignities, they are all in the presentation 
or collation of the respective Archbishops and Bishops, with the exception of 
four ; namely, the precentorship, chancellorship and treasurership of the 
cathedral of Christ Church, Dublin, which are in the patronage of Your 
Majesty ; and the precentorship of the cathedral church of Clogher, which 
is in the patronage of the University of Dublin. And in relation to the one 
hundred and seventy-four prebends, exclusive of those attached to the epis- 
copal dignity, they are all in the collation of the Archbishops and Bishops 
respectively, with the exception of the fourteen following namely, the 
prebends of Donadea, Rathangan, Ballysonnon and Geashill, in the cathe- 
dral of Kildare’; the prebends of St. Michael’s, St. Michan’s and St. John’s, 
in the cathedral of Christ Church, Dublin ; those of Yagoe and Maynooth, 
in the cathedral of St. Patrick’s, Dublin ; those of Croagh and Effin, in the 
cathedral of Limerick ; that of the Holy Trinity, in the cathedral of Cork ; 
and the prebends of Tomgrany and Rath, in the cathedral of Killaloe ; which 
appear to be of Lay Patronage, with the exception of the prebend of the Holy 
Trinity in Cork cathedral, in Your Majesty’s patronage, that of Ballysonnon, 
in the alternate presentation of Your Majesty and the Bishop of the diocese, 
and that of Rathangan in the presentation of the Duke of Leinster and the 
Diocesan, the duke having two turns and the bishop one. 
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With respect to the patronage enjoyed by the respective Dignitaries and 
Prebendaries of the cathedral churches, it appears to be extremely limited, 
and is as follows : Of the Deans, there are but eight who possess any patron- 
age, as such, in their individual capacity of dean ; namely, the Dean of Christ 
Church, Dublin, who presents to the cures of Monkstown Union and Stillor- 
gan Union, in the county and diocese of Dublin ; — the Dean of St. Patrick’s, 
Dublin, who enjoys the patronage of the benefice of Kilberry, in the county 
of Kildare, of the cures of Malahide and Crumlin, in the county and dio- 
cese of Dublin, and of the four Minor canonries, the six Choristerships, and 
of the twelve Vicar-choralships belonging to said cathedral church the 
Deans of St. Canice-Kilkenny, Cashel and Ross have, each of them, the 
right of presenting to the place of a Vicar-choral, in their respective ca- 
thedrals ; — the Dean of Lismore presents to the cures of Macollop and Cap- 
poquin, in the county of Waterford and diocese of Lismore, and to the 
five Vicar-choralships and the Preachership of Lismore cathedral ; — the Dean 
of Limerick presents to the benefices of Mungret and Bruree, and cure of 
Cahirnarry, in the county and diocese of Limerick; — and the Dean of Cork 
has the right of presentation to the cures of Templebready and St. FinbarPs, 
in the county and diocese of Cork. 

Of the Precentors there are but four who, as such, possess the right of pre- 
sentation, namely, the Precentor of Christ Church, Dublin, who presents to 
the united cures of St. Douloughs and Balgriffin, and, alternately, to the cure 
of Glasnevin, in the county and diocese of Dublin ; — the precentor of St. Pa- 
trick’s, Dublin, who has an alternate turn of presentation to the vicarage of 
Luske, in the county and diocese of Dublin j — the precentor of St. Canice, 
Kilkenny, who presents to one of the Vicar-choralships in that cathedral 
church ; — and the Precentor of Limerick, who has the right of presentation 
to the benefice of Tomdeely, in the county and diocese of limerick. 

Of the Chancellors there are but two, and of the Treasurers but one, who, 
as such, have any patronage j namely, the Chancellor of Christ Church, Dub- 
lin, who presents to the benefice of Kilcullen, and, alternately, to the cure of 
Glasnevin, in the county and diocese of Dublin ; — the Chancellor of Cashel, 
who presents to the place of a Vicar-choral in the cathedral church of Cashel; 
— and the Treasurer of St. Patrick’s, Dublin, who has an alternate turn of 
presentation to the vicarage of Luske, in the county and diocese of Dublin. 

Of the Archdeacons, Provosts and Prebendaries, as such, none of them 
possess any patronage, with the exception of the Archdeacon of Dublin, who, 
by an Act of Parliament of the 5 Geo. 4, has three turns of Presentation 
out of four to the benefice of Kilternan, in the county and diocese of 
Dublin ;~and the Prebendary of St. Munchin’s, in the cathedral church of 
Limerick, in whose gift is the vicarage of Drehidtarsna, in the county and 
diocese of Limerick so that the total extent of the patronage of those 
Dignitaries and Prebendaries amounts, in the whole, to eight benefices and 
eleven perpetual cures ; and as regards the offices belonging to cathedral 
churches, to four Minor canonries, six Choristerships, twenty-two Vicar-cho- 
ralships, and one Preachership : but it is to be observed that some of those 
Dignitaries and Prebendaries, not in right indeed of their dignities and pre- 
bends, but as Rectors of the parishes forming the corps thereof, have, in 
some instances, where a perpetual or distjict cure has, under statutable pro- 
visions, been erected within their parishes, the right of presenting to such 
cure ; the Curate thereof having been endowed by the Rector of such parish 
with a portion of tithes or glebe, or both,— the right of presentation thereto 
o is 
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is given by the Statute to the person making the endowment, with the con- 
sent and approbation of his diocesan. 

And for the names or proper titles of any benefices or other Ecclesiastical 
offices of any kind whatsoever, now held by each Dignitary, Prebendary or 
Canon respectively. We would beg leave most respectfully to refer to the 
Digest hereunto annexed, as well as for the other particulars connected with 
the revenue and patronage of all Ecclesiastical Corporations, whether aggre- 
gate or sole, belonging to Cathedral and Collegiate churches in Ireland.

TRANSLATION. 

. In the year of our Lord 1604. 

CHARTER of King James the First, granted to the Church of the Holy Trinity of Dublin. 

From the Rolls of Chancery. 

JAMES by the grace of God of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, King j Defender of 
the Faith, and so forth ; to all whom the present Letters shall come : Greeting. 

Whereas within our City of Dublin in our Realm of Ireland, from tune immemorial, one 
Episcopal See has been founded, ordained and placed in the Metropolitan and Cathedral Church 
of the Holy Trinity Dublin there; and also, in the same Church, and near the same, one old 
Communitv or Monastery or Priory has been from the time aforesaid, in like manner, founded 
and placed’, in which Community or Monastery Canons of the Order of St. Victo 01 the 
rule of St. Augustine dwelled under one Prior there to minister to and observe the Canonical 
Rules of Observance and the Divine Service, and continually managed and did the business of 
the same Community, Monastery or Priory by the aforesaid Prior for the time being, or by the 
same Prior, with the consent of the Convent of the same Community, under the name of the 
Prior and Convent of the Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity, Dublin. And whereas the 
most valiant Prince Henry theEighth, of his name, late King of England, France and Ireland, 
by his letters patent under the great seal of Ireland, bearing date at Dublin afomsaid the 
tenth day of May in the thirty-third year of his reign, by his royal authority and the autho- 
rity which he had of Supreme Head of the English and Irish Church, had transposed and 
changed the said Community, Monastery or Priory of the Prior and Convent of the Cathe- 
dral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, so as is aforesaid constituted and founded, into the 
Dean and Chapter of the Holy Trinity, Dublin. And had ordained and constituted 
Robert Castell, otherwise Painswicke, then Prior, and Richard Ball, Walter White, John 
Mosse, John Curragh, John Kerdiffe, Christopher Rath, Oliver Grant, William Owen and 
Nicholas Ogan, Canons of the said Community, House or Pnory, to whom he has granted 
dispensation and pardon as well as to the Rule as to the Habit and Religion, and has eriabled 
and made able and capable in law them and each of them to purchase, receive and take 
wholly to themselves, and to each of tlicm, and to their heirs and the heirs of each 01 
them, lands, tenements, rents, reversions, services and other hereditaments dnd possessions 
whatsoever, as well Spiritual as Temporal, and had willed them to be reputed as secular 
Priests, and him Robert Castell, otherwise Painswicke, Dean, Richard Ball, Precentor, Walter 
White, Chancellor, John Mosse, Treasurer, John Curragh, John Kerdiffe, Cliristopher Rath, 
Oliver Grant, William Owen, and Nicholas Ogan, Vicars Choral, in the same Church. And 
further had granted to the same Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, 1 reasurcr and Vicars Choral, 
that they, the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and Vicars Choral and their suc- 
cessors, under the name and by the name of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral 
Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, should be thenceforth for ever one b^y incor- 
porate in deed and in name, and should have perpetual succession, ^d should for ever be 
named and called bv the name and under the name of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathe- 
dral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin. And that they and their successors shoiild be tor 
ever persons able and capable in law to purchase, receive and accept for themselves, and 
their successors, lands, tenements, rents, reversions, services and other hereditaments and pos- 
sessions whatsoever, as well spiritual as temporal, also goods and chattels whatever, as well 
real as personal, to possess and have and enjoy the property of the same to all enect of law. 
58s. 1 0 2 
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And that they should have a common Seal, and that they and their successors by the name 
of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Church of tlie Holy Trinity Dublin might plead 
and be impleaded and prosecute all manner of causes, plaints and actions, as well real as 
personal and mixed of whatever kind or nature they might be, and do and receive all and 
singular other tilings, in the same manner and form, as other Lieges able and capable in law 
within the Realm of England or Ireland might do. And also that they might constitute and 
ordain statutes and ordinances for the wholesome government of the said Church and abro- 
gate and change the same and compose others in the place of them, and by the same to as- 
sign how much of lands, tenements or other profits, as well the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, 
Treasurer, as any of the Vicars Choral and their successors, ought to have and receive out of 
the lands, tenements and profits of the said Church. And also to elect Vicars, as often as 
any one shall have vacated, and put into real possession ; saving always nevertheless to the 
said King, his heirs and successors, the nomination, donation and installation of the Dean, 
Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and their successors. And further, had given and granted 
to the said Dean and Chapter and their successors all and singular the domains, manors, lands, 
tenements, rents, reversions and services, annuities, Knights’ fees, advowsons of Churches, 
Chapels, Hospitals, Rectories, Vicarages and other benefices whatsoever ; and also, the tithes, 
glebes, pensions, portions, oblations, obventions, Chauntries, rights, profits, commodities, fran- 
chises, liberties, jurisdictions, woods, fisheries, warrens, moors, marshes, meadows, pastures, 
feeding grounds, and other hereditaments whatsoever, as well Spiritual as temporal, which 
belonged and pertained to the aforesaid late Prior, in right of the Cathedral Church afore- 
said. And had willed that the aforesaid Cathedral Church should be the Archiepiscopal 
See of Dublin aforesaid. Forbidding nevertheless the Archbishop of Dublin and his suc- 
cessors, by any authority he should presume to exercise there, other jurisdiction ordinary, 
authority or execution, than formerly the same Archbishop has been accustomed to exercise 
there whilst it was a Community. And also had ordained that the Archdeacon of Dublin 
and his successors might enjoy and have a Stall in the Choir and a voice and place in the 
Chapter, according to the honor of his dignity. And also had remitted and released to the 
aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their successors for ever, as well the annual rent of the twen- 
tieth part of all the possessions of the said Cathedral Church, as all and all manner of sum% of 
money for the first fruits of the same possessions or of any parcel thereof, excepting five 
pounds of lawful money of Ireland annually to be paid for satisfaction of the first fruits for 
the possessions which they would have in common. And excepting the twentieth part for 
the fruits of all the possessions aforesaid, to be taxed and assessed by a new Commission 
particularly upon the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and Vicars Choral aforesaid. 
And whereas, by the aforesaid letters patent, he had ordained that the said Ministers of the 
Church aforesaid may enjoy the whole honors and pre-eminences in all small meetings and 
in assemblies, wherein the Ministers of the Church of St. Patrick were used to meet and 
assemble, as anciently in all cases they used to have and enjoy. And whereas he had placed 
the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and Vicars aforesaid in real possession of the 
Church aforesaid, there to serve the Omnipotent God, as by the aforesaid Letters Patent of 
the said King Henry the eighth more fully and amply appears. 

And whereas the most Serene Prince Edward the sixth, late King of England, France and 
Ireland, of his special Grace and of his certain knowledge and mere motion, by the assent 
and consent of Anthony Sent Leger, Knight of his Order of tlie Garter, one of the Gentle- 
men of his Privy Chamber, his Deputy of his Realm of Ireland, Richard Reade Knight, 
then Chancellor of the Realm aforesaid, and of the rest of his Commissioners, then sufficiently 
in that part authorized, according to the form and effect of a certain Commission and Instruc- 
tions for the augmentation and maintenance of Divine Service in the Cathedral Church of 
the Holy Trinity Dublin, by his Letters Patent under the great Seal of Ireland, bearing date 
the day of in the year of his reign, had willed and 

granted, that the Ministers of the Church aforesaid should be augmented to the number of 
six I’riests, two Boys Choristers, in the aforesaid Cathedral Church, to serve during the 
good pleasure of the said King. And further liad given, granted and assigned to each of 
the aforesaid Ministers an annuity or pension of ten marks sterling, and to each of the said 
Boys Choristers an annuity or pension of four marks sterling ; To have, hold and annually 
receive the aforesaid annuity or pension of ten marks sterling to each of the aforesaid 
Ministers, and the aforesaid annuity or pension of four marks sterling to each of the said 
Boys Choristers, for performing Divine Service in the Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity 
aforesaid, during his good pleasure, at the receipt of his Exchequer of his Realm of Ireland 
aforesaid, by the hands of his Vice-Treasurer of Ireland, for the time being, to be paid by 
equal portions annually, at the Feasts of St. Michael the Archangel and Easter, as in the 
said Letters Patent of the said late King is more fully contained. 

Whereas also the most Serene Prince and Princess Philip and Mary, late King and 
Queen of England, France and Ireland, by their Letters Patent under the said great Seal 
of Ireland, bearing date at Dublin the twentieth day of May in the first and second years of 
their reigns, reciting the said letters patent of the said late King Edward t!ie sixth, had 
willed and granted that the aforesaid six Priests and two Choristers, lately as is aforesaid 
in the same Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity erected, should remain and continue 
for ever. And that the stipends of the same six Priests and two Choristers should be 
paid 1o them as they before used to be paid. And that the Dean and Chapter of the said 
Metropolitan Church of the Holy Trinity aforesaid, thenceforth from time to time, should 
have the nomination of the aforesaid six Priests and two Choristers and of all other inferior 
Ministers in the aforesaid Church of the Holy Trinity, without the interruption or interference 
of any of our officers in our realm aforesaid, as by the said letters patent more fully appears. 

Nevertheless 
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Nevertheless because some tliincs may seem to be desired which may conduce much, not 
only to the force and strength 0? the aforesaid grants, but also to the better government of 
the said Church, and principally because it may seem to detract not a little from its dignity 
that not only the Vicars Choral may treat of the more weighty affairs in the same and be 
present at the Chapter Meetings, but also that it is unadorned with any Canonical Pre- 
Mndaries, according to the manner and form of other Cathedral Churches, and yet is charged 
with six Priests, We, inspired by the Divine mercy, and desiriiig nothing more earnestly than 
that true Religion and the true W orship of God may flourish, and to increase and promote the 
glory of the Omnipotent God, obedience to the bivine Majesty, and the ministry of the 
Word, have proposed not only to ratify and confirm, and as far as in us lies to confirm, the 
said Church; but also desiring, to supply all defects in the same, to transpose and change as 
well the aforesaid Vicars Choral into three Canonical Prebendaries, as the aforesaid Priests 
into Vicars Choral. Know ye that we, by our Royal authority and our authority which we 
have of Supreme Head of the English and Irish Church, of our special Grace and of our 
certain knowledge and mere motion, also by the advice and consent of George Cary, Knight, 
our Deputy General and Treasurer at Wars in our said Realm of Ireland, according to the 
effect and tenor of certain letters, signed with our own hand, dated under our Signet at our 
Palace of Windsor, the twelfth day of July in the first year of our reign of England, France 
and Ireland and of Scotland the thirty-sixth, to our aforesaid Deputy General and others 
directed, and inrolled on the Rolls of our Chancery of our said Realm of Ireland, for us our 
heirs and successors, do decree, ordain, make and constitute the said Church of the Holy 
Trinity Dublin, and the place of the same Church, to be hereafter for ever the Cathedral 
Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, and do transpose and change, by these presents, the said 
Vicars Choral, at the first founded in the same Church, into Canonical Prebendaries, also 
the said six Priests’ added in increase of the number, into six Vicars Choral, and do will to 
be henceforth held and reputed as so translated and changed for ever. 

And moreover we do, by the tenor of these presents, firmly and fully erect, create, found, 
ordain, make, constitute and establish the same Cathedral Church of one Dean, one Pre- 
centor, oue Chancellor, one Treasurer, three Canonical Prebendal Priests, six Vicars Choral, 
and four small Choristers, and there in the same Church, now and hereafter for ever, one 
Dean, one Precentor, one Chancellor, one Treasurer, three Prebendal Canonical Priests, six 
Vicars Choral and four small Choristers, to endure perpetually in future times, and so to be 
established and inviolably observed for ever, we will and order by these presents. And that the 
said Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin may be filled with fit persons in their 
several places and degrees, we do by these presents make, constitute and ordain for ever our 
beloved chaplain Jonas Wheeler Dean, and his successors Deans, Thomas Ram Master of 
Arts Precentor, and his successors Precentors, Nicholas Robinson Chancellor, and his suc- 
cessors Chancellors, Christopher Huetson Treasurer, and his successors Treasurers, John Al- 
bright, lately the Dean’s Vicar Choral, whom by these presents we exonerate and depose from 
the office authority and business of Vicar Choral, Prebendary of St. Michael in Dublin, and 
his successors Prebendaries, Meredith Hanmer, lately the Precentor’s Vicar Choral, whom by 
these presents we also exonerate and depose from the office authority and business of Vicar 
Choral, Prebendary of St. Michan near Dublin, and his successors Prebendaries, Barnabas 
Bolger, lately the (Chancellor’s Vicar Choral, whom by these presents we exonerate and depose 
from the office authority and business of Vicar Choral, Prebendary of St. John in Dublin, and 
his successors Prebendaries, of and in the said Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin 
aforesaid. And further, of our more abundant grace, ourmere motion and certain knowledge, 
we will, constitute and ordain, and for us our heirs and successors, Do grant to the same Dean, 
Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer and three Canonical Prebendaries aforesaid, that the afore- 
said now Dean, Precentor. Chancellor, Treasurer and three Canonical Prebendaries aforesaid 
and their successors, under the name and by the name of the Dean and Chapter of the 
Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, be henceforth for ever one body politic and 
corporate, in deed and in name, and the same Dean and Chapter we do incorporate to 
endure perpetually, and we do by these presents fully create, erect, make, establish, ordain, 
and constitute them one body corporate and politic, in deed and in name, and do 
declare, accept and approve them as one body, and they may have perpetual succession, 
and by the name and under the name of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Church 
of the Holy Trinity Dublin shall be named and called for ever. And that they and their 
successors be, and shall be for ever, persons able and capable in Law to purchase, receive 
and accept for themselves and their successors lands, tenements, rents, reversions, services, 
and other hereditaments and possessions whatsoever, as well spiritual as temporal ; also 
goods and chattels whatsoever, as well real as personal, to possess and enjoy and have the 
property of the same to all effect of law. And that they may have a common seal to serve 
for the affairs and business of them the Dean and Chapter and their successors, and touching 
them the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor and Treasurer. And that they and their successors, 
by the name of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity 
Dublin, may plead and be impleaded, and prosecute all manner of causes, plaints and 
actions, as well real as personal and mixed, of whatever kind or nature they may be, to claim 
liberties and franchises, and also to answer and be answered, defend and be defended, by and 
under the name aforesaid, in the same causes, plaints and actions, and to do any other thing 
which may be to be done for the profit and right of the said Cathedral Church, before any 
Judges, Ecclesiastical and Secular, and as well before us, as before any Judges and Justices 
whomsoever, in any Courts and places whatsoever of us our heirs and successors, and in all 
other Courts and places whatsoever, anfi generally to do and receive all and singular other 
things, in the same manner and form, as other our Lieges, able and capable in Law, within our 
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Realm of England, or within our land of Ireland, shall do or may be able to do, or any of 
them shall do or may be able to do. And that the aforesaid Dean and Chapter, by the 
name aforesaid, may take, receive and purchase, exchange, demise and do and execute, all 
manner of manors, domains, castles, lands, tenements, possessions, endowments, profits and 
hereditaments whatsoever, as well Spiritual as temporal, by us our heirs and successors, by the 
letters patent of us our heirs and successors, or by any other person or persons whomsoever, 
to them and their successors, in any manner to be given or granted, in the same mamier and 
form, in which any Dean, with the Chapter of any Cathedral Church of our Realm of England 
or Ireland, can of right take, receive, purchase, exchange, demise, and do and execute. And 
further, of our more'abundant Special Grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, we, for us 
our heirs and successors. Do give, grant and confirm to the aforesaid Dean and Chapterand 
their successors for ever, as well the said Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin with 
its universal rights, members and appurtenances, as all and singular domains, manors, castles, 
lands, tenements, rents, reversions and services, annuities and Knights’ fees, wardships, mar- 
riages, escheats, reliefs, heriots. fines, amercements. Courts leet, chattels, waived estrays, chat- 
tels of felons and fugitives of felons, oftliemselves, and ofoutlaws, and of those put in exigent, 
advowsons of Churches, Chapels, Hospitals, Rectories, Vicarages; also all and all manner of 
Rectories, impropriate tithes, as well greater as less, glebes, pensions, portions, salaries, sti- 
pends, oblations, obventions, Chauntries, rights, profits, commodities, franchises, liberties, 
privileges, jurisdictions, woods, underwoods, fisheries, warrens, moors, marshes, meadows, 
feeding grounds, pastures and other hereditaments whatsoever, as well spiritual as temporal, 
with their universal appurtenances, of whatsoever kind, nature or species they may be, or 
by whatever names they may be known, reckoned or taken cognizance of, which formerly 
pertained and belonged to the said Prior, or to the Prior and Convent, in rightof the Cathe- 
dral Church aforesaid, as parts or parcels of the possessions of the said Prior and Convent, 
!ind which the said Dean and Chapter, from the time of the said translation, have ever here- 
tofore hail, held and possessed. And further, of our same grace, our motion and knowledge, 
wr .-ive and grant to the aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their successors for ever, that they, 
the aforesaid^Dean and Chapter and their successors, may have, hold and enjoy the aforesaid 
Cathedral Church, the Manors, domains, Castles, lands, tenements, advowsons, tithes, rents, 
reversions and services, and all the other things premised and afore granted, as fully, freely 
and entirely, and in as ample manner and form, as any Prior and Convent, or any Priors 
and Convents of the said Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, or any Dean and 
Chapter of the said Cathedral Church, or any other or others having and possessing the 
aforesaid Cathedral Church, the manors, domains, castles, lands, tenements, advowsons and 
other things premised and afore granted, or being seized thereof, have had, held or enjoyed, 
or ought to have had, held or enjoyed, as fully freely and entirely, and in as ample manner 
and form, as they, all and singular the premises, or any parcel thereof, have come to our 
hands, or to the hands of our most dearly beloved sister Elizabeth late Queen of England, 
France and Ireland, or to the hands of Philip and Mary late King and Queen of England, 
France and Ireland, or to the hands of Edward the Sixth, or Henry the Eighth, late Kings 
of England, France and Ireland, or to the hands of any our Ancestor or Ancestors, by reason 
or pretext of any Translation or surrender or dissolution of the said Priory and Convent of 
the said Church, or by reason or pretext of any Act of Parliament, or Acis of Parliament, or 
by reason of any Escheat, or by any other lawful mode or title, or ought to have come, or 
are now, or should, or ought to be, in our hands; To have, hold and enjoy the said Cathedral 
Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, and all and singular the aforesaid manors, domains, 
castles, messuages, lauds, tenements and all other things, premised and afore granted, to the 
aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their Successors for ever, to the sole use and behoof of the 
aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their Successors for ever. 

And further, for tlie better government of the said Church, and that the aforesaid Dean, 
Precentor, Chancellor, Treasuier and three Prebendal Canons may, each for himself, in his 
degree and dignity, be better, more becomingly and more conveniently supported, and may 
live separately and particularly, we assign and confirm to the aforesaid Jonas Wheeler, Dean 
of the said Cathedral Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, and his successors, Deans of the 
said Church fox ever, all that Messuage or House which he now possesses near the said Church 
in Dublin aforesaid, also all and all manner of fruits, rents, proceeds, profits and emoluments 
and hereditaments whatever, parcels of the possessions of the said Cathedral Church of the 
Holy Trinity Dublin, which any Dean or Deans of the said Church ever or at any time 
heretofore, has or have had. received or enjoyed out of, in or within the several manors and 
domains of Glasnevin and Clonemell, Clonlceen, Dalkey, Killeny, Ballylogan and Ballchurter, 
Ballebrenan, Balletipper, Baliiogan, Ballemoghan, Firnecost, Kylmahyocke, with their appur- 
tenances, as well in Spirituals as in temporals, Ballefinch and Ballochere, in spirituals; also 
Balleadara and Smothsco, as to temporals, the lands of the Prior of Ketin near Carrickmaine, 
and moreover the Churches and Rectories of Carrickmaine, Tullagli, Stillorgaii, Clonkein, 
Kilmahyock, Dalkey, Killeny, Balleloghan, Rocheston, Cornelscourt, Kilbeggott, Steilorgan 
and Newton, with all Chapels annexed, and manses and glebes, tithes, oblations whatso- 
ever, to the same Churches and Rectories pertaining, and the Watermill called the Pole 
Mill outside of the Pole Gate Dublin, also all other lands, tenements, rents and possessions 
whatsoever, which the said Robert Castell, otherwise Painswicke, the first Dean of the said 
Cathedral Church, possessed and held by reason of the Deanery aforesaid. 

Also to the said Thomas Ram, the Precentor, and his successors. Precentors, separately and 
particularly, we assign for ever as w'ell the house which he now possesses near the said 
Church in Dublin aforesaid, as the several Churches or Rectories of Balgriffin and Druni- 
shallon with all and all manner of tithes, as well greater as less, to the same Churches or 

Rectories, 
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Rectories, and each of them pertaining and the lands there, of which the Prior and Convent 
of the said Church were formerly seized. And a moiety of all the tithes of Glasnevin, and 
one moiety of all the smaller tithes of Dromconragh, with lands in Cowlock, to the value of 
three shillings yearly, and also all other lands, tenements, rents, possessions whatsoever, 
which Richard Ball, the first Precentor of the said Church, possessed and held by reason 
of the Precentorship aforesaid. 

And further, we grant and assign to the said Nicholas Robinson, the Chancellor of the 
said Church and his successors for ever, as well the house which he now possesses near the 
said Church, as the Church or Rectory of Kilcullen, together with the Manse and glebe of 
the Church and Rectory of Kilcullen, and the smaller tithes to the same Church pertaining. 
Also the tithes, as well greater t\s less, of Galmorstown, Castlemarten, Kinneigh and Black- 
rath. And the other moiety of all the tithes, as well greater as less, of the town of Glasnevin 
together with the other moiety of all the smaller titnes of Druracoiiragh and the tithes of 
Kildenale, and the lands in R<^anstown, Lespoppel, Ministon, Dundalke, Drumcarr and Car- 
lingford, together with the apfftrtenances, whereof the Prior and Convent of the said Church 
were formerly seized there, and also all other lands, tenements, rents and possessions what- 
soever, which Walter White, the first Chancellor of the said Church, possessed and held 
by reason of the Chancellorship aforesaid. And also we will that the said Thomas Ram and 
Nicholas Robinson, aud their Successors, shall, equally, support all charges incumbent on the 
Church of Glasnevin. 

And moreover, we give and assign to the said Christopher Huetson the Treasurer of the 
said Church, and his successors Treasurers, severally, as well the house which he now pos- 
sesses in the said Church, as the Church or Rectory of Balscadan with all the smaller tithes 
to the same Church pertaining, saving always the portion of the perpetual Vicar there, and 
also the lands in Poncheston, whereof the Prior and Convent of the said Church of the 
Holy Trinity were formerly seized' there, and the Water Mill of Glasnevin with the appur- 
tenances, and also all other lands, tenements, rents and possessions whatever which John 
Mosse, the first Treasurer of the said Church, held and possessed by reason of the Treasurer- 
ship aforesaid. 

Also to the said John Albright, Prebendary of St. Michael aforesaid and his successors 
Prebendaries, we assign give and grant severally for ever the Church of St. Michael in 
Dublin with all tithes, fruits and oblations and emoluments whatsoever, to the same Church 
belonging and pertaining. 

And also, to the aforesaid Meredith Hanmer, Prebendary of St. Michan near Dublin and 
his successors Prebendaries, we give and assign for ever the said Church or Rectory of 
St. Michan near Dublin, with all the tithes, oblations and other profits and commodities to 
the said Church belonging, except the tithes of Grangegorman and Oxmantongreene. 

And moreover, to the aforesaid Barnabas Bolger, Prebendary of the Church of St. John in 
Dublin, separately, we give, grant and assign for ever the said Church or Rectory of St. John 
in Dublin, with all tithes, oblations and other profits and commodities to the said Church 
belonging and pertaining. Provided always that one of the said three Prebendaries be daily 
present at all divine offices, and execute and fulfil the office of a Minister in celebrating the 
same. 

We will also and ordain that every oneof the aforesaid Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Trea- 
surer and Prebendaries Canonical, by themselves and their successors, distinctly and sepa- 
rately, may have, hold and enjoy for ever all lands and tenements, hereditaments and posses- 
sions, as well spiriiuiil as temporal whatsoever, to them and their successors separately, as is 
aforesaid assigned, and for the same may prosecute, claim, plead and be impleaded, defend 
and be defended, answer and be answeretl, in any Courts whatsoever and before any Judges 
and Justices whomsoever, in and upon all and singular causes, actions, suits, demands and in 
all other affairs, causes and matters concerning them, separately and in particular. And 
further, we will and declare that the aforesaid Cathedral Church may and sliall be held and 
reputed the Archiepiscopal See of Dublin aforesaid as before it has been and used. Forbid- 
ding nevertheless the modem Archbishop of Dublin and liis successors that, by any antho- 
thority they presume to exercise there, any other jurisdiction ordinary, authority or exaction 
than formerly whilst it had been a community, the same Archbishop has been accustomed to 
exercise there. 

And further, we have Granted, and by these presents, do Grant to the aforesaid Dean and 
Chapter and their Successors, that they the Dean ami Chapter and their Successors shall 
make and may constitute, and may be able to make and constitute, from time to time, ordin- 
ances and statutes for the wholesome government and rule of the said Church and of the 
Ministers in future to serve God in the same Church, and to abrogate, alter and change the 
same statutes and ordinances, and to compose and add others in place of them, as often as 
shall seem to them expedient. And that the aforesaid Dean and Chapter, by the statutes 
and ordinances to be made by them in form aforesaid, may constitute, ordain and assign, as 
well to the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer, Prebendaries and their successors, and to 
each of them, as to each of the Vicars Choral aforesaid and their successors, out of the said 
lands, tenements, tithes, oblations and hereditaments, as well temporal as spiritual, whatsoever 
portions, pensions, stipends and salaries shall seem to them expedient for the salary and stipend 
of each of them, or for the rewards and residences of them, or for the reward and residence of 
each of them, and in the same manner, us to hired persons and stipendiaries. Also they may 
ordain and appoint matters necessary, respecting the Choristers and other Ministers serving 
in the Church aforesaid, as well respecting their Stipends and Salaries, as respecting the 
duties to be there exercised. And that they the Dean and Chapter and their Successors, when 
any one, as well of the Prebendaries as of the Vicars Choiai aforesaid, or their Successors, 
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shall die, exchange, resign, or in any other manner recede from the same, niay elect any 
other person capable hereto in the place of him departing, or in other manner receding from 
the same, and put the same, so elected, into real possession thereof, without any suit con- 
cerning us our heirs or successors, or concerning the Archbishop of Dublin or his succes- 
sors, or concerning any other or others whomsoever, for licence and consent to be therein 
granted and obtained, saving always to Us, our heirs and successors, the nomination, dona- 
tion and installation of the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor and Treasurer aforesaid and of their 
successors, whensoever and as often as the aforesaid Deanery, Precentorship, Chancellor- 
ship and Treasurership, or any of them hereafter, in any manner, shall happen to be vacant. 
And also, we will and ordain that the Archdeacon of Dublin and his successors may and 
can enjoy a Stall in the Choir, and a voice and place in the Chapter in all Chapter Acts, in 
the aforesaid Church of the Holy Trinity Dublin, according to the honor and prerogative of 
his Dignity. - „ , • r u j 

And wherea-s the twentieth of the clear yearly value of all the possessions ot the said 
Church, whilst a Priory was there, according to the form and Effect of a certain Act of our 
Parliament in that case declared, ordained and provided, was rated, taxed and assessed at a 
certain yearly sum to be yearly paid, by virtue of the Act aforesaid, to Us our heirs and suc- 
cessors, for the yearly rent or pension of the twentieth part of the clear yearly value of the 
same possessions, as among the Records of our Exchequer of Ireland remaining among other 
things, more fully appears. Whereby the aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their possessions 
are at present charged and held to the yearly payment to us of the said yearly rent or pen- 
sion, in form aforesaid assessed according to the rate aforesaid. And because we are un- 
willing that they the Dean and Chapter, or their successors, or possessions, be henceforth 
charged to us or our heirs according to the rate and tax aforesaid, or that the first fruits of 
the whole yearly value of the same possessions be at one breath devolved to us, after the 
death or removal of the Dean of the Cathedral Church aforesaid, who for the time may be ; 
Know ye that, of our special grace and mere motion aforesaid, we have remitted and released, 
and by’’ these presents do remit and release, for us our heirs and successors, to the aforesaid 
Dean and Chapter and their successors for ever, as well the aforesaid yearly Rent or Pension 
in form aforesaid rated and taxed to whatsoever sum attaining, as all and all manner of sums 
of money and other profits whatsoever, which hereafter might or could belong or pertain to 
us our heirs or successors, by or after the death or removal of the Dean of the Cathedral 
Church aforesaid, for the time being, by reason of the first fruits or for the first fruits of the 
same possessions, or of any parcel thereof, whensoever and as often as such fruits may hereafter 
fall to us or to our Heirs, by or after the death or removal of the said Dean, who for the time 
shall be; and them the Dean and Chapter and their successors, as well of the aforesaid yearly 
rent or pension as is aforesaid assessed and taxed, as of the aforesaid first fruits when they 
happen from the aforesaid cause, and also from the whole advantage and profit which by rea- 
son of the same, or of any of them, could happen or pertain to us our heirs and successors, we 
do by these presents totally exonerate, acquit and for ever release, any statute, act, ordinance, 
restriction, or any other thing, cause or matter to the contrary thereof notwithstanding; Pro- 
vided always that the aforesaid Dean and Chapter, and their successors, render yearly to us 
our heirs and successors five Pounds of lawful money of Ireland, to be annually paid at the 
feast of St. Michael the Archangel, for satisfaction of tlie first fruits to be due to us for the 
possessions which they shall have and hold in common, according to the statutes and ordi- 
nances of the said Cliurch. And Provided also that, upon a new Commission by us or our 
heirs to be hereafter directed each of the aforesaid Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treasurer 
and Prebendaries for the possessions and profits particularly to each of them pertaining, and 
that each of the aforesaid Dignitaries and Prebendaries severally by himself, be charged with 
the payment of the aforesaid yearly rent or pension of the twentieth part of the clear yearly 
value, according to the rate and portion upon them particularly, as is aforesaid, to be taxed, 
limited and assessed, or that the Dean and Chapter and their successors for ever pay or cause 
to be paid the same twentieth part of the clear yearly value of all their aforesaid possessions ; 
and that every incumbent, who shall be promoted to any of the aforesaid Dignities or Pre- 
bends, be severally charged towards Us our heirs or successors for the first fruits of the pos- 
sessions and profits of each of these Dignities and Prebends, in respect of which he is so pro- 
moted, as other Ecclesiastical Persons ought to be charged for their spiritual Dignities and 
Prebends. And further, of our more ample grace, we will and by these presents do grant to the 
aforesaid Dean and Chapter and their successors for ever, that we our heirs and successors, 
from time to time, will exonerate, acquit and save harmless, as well the aforesaid Dean and 
Chapter and their successors, as the aforesaid messuages, manors, lands, tenements and the 
other premises and things afore granted, with their universal appurtenances, towards Us our 
heire and successors, of and from all corrodies, rents, fees, annuities, pensions, portions and 
sums of money whatsoever, out of the premises by these presents afore granted or out of any 
parcel thereof, to us our heirs and successors issuing and to be paid or thereimon towards us 
our heirs or successors charged or to be charged; Except of the Rents, first fruits and twen- 
tieth part and the other reservations above for the premises in these presents specially re- 
served to us our heirs and successors. 

And further, we will and ordain tliat the Ministers of the said Cathedral Church of the 
Holy Trinity Dublin aforesaid may henceforth have and enjoy such honors, pre-eminences 
and prerogatives, in all meetings, assemblies and general proceedings, and other acts in which 
the Ministers of the Cathedra! Church of St. Patrick’s Dublin used to meet, treat and 
assemble with them, and hereafter may happen to meet, treat and assemble with them, as 
anciently or heretofore in all cases they used to have and enjoy. And in like manner, by the 
tenor of these presents, we accept, ordain and constitute them.theDean, Precentor, Chancellor, 
Treasurer and Prebendaries really in the aforesaid Church, and by these picsents do put them 

into 
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into real posBCSsion there, to serve the Omnipotent God. and perpetually to pray for the 
wholesome estate of us, whilst we live, and of our successors, whilst they live. 

And further, of our more ample special grace, mere motion certain knowledge, for us 
our heirs and successors, we grant to the aforesaid Dean and Chapter, and their succ^sors, 
that these our letters, or the inrolments of the same, shall be in all things, and throughout hrm, 
valid good, sufficient and eflectual in law, towards and against us our heirs and successors, as 
well in all Courts, as elsewhere, within the realm of Ireland, without any conformations 
licences or sufferances of us our heirs or successors hereafter by the aforesaid Dean and 
Chapter or their successors, to be procured or obtained ; Notwdhstanding the ,11 naming or 
ill redting the aforesaid Cathedral fchurch of the Holy Trinity Dublin the manors, domains 
castles, mlssuages, lands, tenements and all other, the premises and things afore granted, or 
™y parcel therlof. And notwithstanding the not finding an office, or inquisition of the pre- 
mise! or of any parcel thereof, by which our Title ought to be found before the making up 
of these our letters patent. And notwithstanding, the ill naming or not naming any Town, 
hamlet, parish, places or county, in which the premises, or any parcel thereof are or is And 
notwithstanding, that of the names of the tenants, farmers, occupiers of the lands tene- 
ments aforesaid! or of any of the premises, or of any parcel thereof, 

mention is not made. And notwithstanding, any defects as to the certainty or oomputation 
or declaration of the true yearly value of the premises, or of any parcel thereof. Notwith- 
standing any other defects, in not rightly naming the natures, kinds, species, quahties or quan- 
tities of the premises, or of any parcel thereof. And notwithstanding a Statute 
declared in a Parliament of our Ancestor the Lord Henry the Sixth late King of England, 
in the eighteenth year of his reign ; Although express mention the true yearly value, or 
of the certainty of the premises, or of any of them, or of other Gifts or Grants by us or by 
any of our Progenitors to the same Dean and Chapter before these times be by no means 
mide in these presents, or any other. Statute Act, ordinance, provision, confirmation, rah^^ 
cation, restriction, proclamation, law. usage, custom, thing, cause or matter whatsoever to 
the contrary of the premises, or of any of them, made in anywise notwithstanding. 

In witness whereof, we have caused these our letters to be made 
aforesaid Deputy General, at Dublin the rath day of June in the second year of oui reign of 
England, Prince and Ireland and in the thirty-seventh year of our reign of Sootland^^^^

The CHARTER belonging to the Vicars Chorals of St. Patrick’s Church, DaWm; granted 
by King Charles the First, March 20 th, in the Sixteenth year ot his Reign. 

CHARLES by the Grace of God, King of England Scotland France and Ireland; Defender 
of the Faith To all Men to whom these presents shall come Greeting. Know ye that 
we of our special grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, and by the advice, as^nt 
consent of our right trusty and well beloved Councellor Christopher Wandsford, Esquire, 
our Deoutv of our kingdom of Ireland and other our Commissioners, according to the intent 
and effect of our Commission under our great seal of England, bearing date at our Palace 
of Westminster in our realm of England the twentieth day of March in the fifteenth year ot 
our reio-n, as well for and in consideration of the fine or sum of seventeen pounds th^e shil- 
lino-s and nine pence current and lawful money of England, by our well beloved subject 
Zachary Turnpenny, for and in the behalf of the Society or Corporation, or reputed Society 
or Corporation, of Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick s Dublin, well 
and truly paid to our use, before the sealing of these our lettep patent, into the recent ot 
our Exchequer of our said kingdom of Ireland, that is to say, into the hands of our Vice- 
Treasurer or General Receiver of our said realm of Ireland ; as likewise, for and in consideration 
of the rents, services, reservations and charges in these presents reserved : Have constituted, 
ordained and appointed, and for us our heirs and successors, by this Royal_ Charter and

Grant, Do constitute, ordain and appoint that ihe said Society or Corporation of 
Chorals aforesaid and their successors for ever hereafter be, and shall be, m name and deett 
a real body corporate and politique, be they now a body politique and corporate or not ; and 
shall have perpetual succession for ever ; and shall be called and nominated by the name of 
the Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin ; and shall consist 
of the number of twelve persons to continue m succession for ever, of which number ftve

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known by the name of Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin, 
we, of our more special grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, and by the advice and 
consent aforesaid, and according to the intent and effect of the said Commission, and for the 
considerations aforesaid. Do, by these presents, for us our heirs and successors, create, make, 
ordain, constitute, nominate and appoint the ensuing persons to be the first and now Vicars 
Chorals of the said Corporation, and to be nominated and stiled for ever in manner following; 
that is to say, the said Zachary Turnpenny to be nominated and stiled Dean’s Vicar; Leonard 
Colton, Chanter’s Vicar ; Peter Stringer, Chancellor’s Vicar ; Lawrence Wogan, Treasurer’s 
Vicar; John Tadpole, Archdeacon of Dublin’s Vicar; John Haddock, Bartholomew Jordan, 
John Williams, John Jobson, Daniel Kyborrom, William Bolland, Richard Bagnall and 
William Bettinge, which two last named are for the present to have but only one full Vicar’s 
place between them ; and that the successors of every the said Vicars Chorals before named 
who shall succeed in his or their place, upon the removal, avoidance or deatli of any of the 
said Vicars, shall, from time to time for and at all times ever hereafter, have the name and 
stile, herebefore in these presents, limited to his predecessor Vicar in manner aforesaid ; and 
that the said twelve persons or Vicars before mentioned, and their successors for ever, shall 
from henceforth for ever be a body politique and corporate in name and in deed, and be 
called and known in all courts and places whatsoever, and plead and bo impleaded, by the 
name of Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin ; and further, to 
the intent that the said Corporation and Body Politique of Vicars Chorals aforesaid, by these 
presents created as aforesaid, may have a perpetual succession and continuance for ever, 
we do, by these presents for us our heirs and successors, grant unto the Dean of the Cathe- 
dral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin, and his successors for ever, that the said Dean and 
his successors, Deans of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s aforesaid, for the time 
being, shall and may, from time to time and at all times hereafter, whensoever and as often 
ah any place or places of the said Vicars shall fall void, admit and place new Vicars Chorals, 
in the place or places to become void as aforesaid ; and the said Vicar, so by him the said 
Dean or his survivors admitted and placed as aforesaid, shall immediately after such placing 
and admission as aforesaid be free members of the said body politique and corporate of 
Vicars Chorals aforesaid, and shall and may have and enjoy all such so many and the same 
liberties, privileges, franchises and immunities, in such and the same ample manner, as if 
every of the said Vicars, so placed and admitted as aforesaid, had been specially and parti- 
cularly named in this our Royal Charter to be of the said Corporation of Vicars Chorals 
aforesaid. And further we, by the advice and consent aforesaid, and according to the intent 
and effect of our said Commission, and for the considerations aforesaid. Do, by these presents 
for us our heirs and successors, fully and absolutely make, create, constitute, establish and 
unite the said Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin into one 
entire body politique and corporate to endure and continue for ever ; and them and their 
successors, do hereby declare, accept and allow for a perfect corporation and body politique 
for ever, and that they and their successors shall, by the name of Vicars Chorals of the 
Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin, be able persons in law to make all manner of 
contracts and grants, and to make, receive and take all manner of gifts, grants and purchase, 
as any other natural person or body politique is able to make, receive or take by the laws 
of this realm ; and that they and tlieir successors shall and may, by that name, implead any 
other person or persons, body politique or corporate, or be impleaded, in any court or courts, 
in all manner of causes and actions, real and personal or mixt, of what kind or nature 
soever, and claim and demand their liberties and franchises before any Judge or Judges, 
ecclesiastical or secular, and otherwise do and execute all other act and acts, thing and 
things whatsoever, which any other liege men, which are enabled and made capable of the 
benefit of our laws which in our realm of England or Ireland, can or may lawfully do or 
execute. And likewise, that the said Corporation or Body Politique of Vicars Chorals afore- 
said, by us created as aforesaid for ever, shall have a Common Seal under which they shall 
pass all grants, warrants, deeds and specialties, of, for or concerning the said Corporation, 
which shall be engraven with such form and inscription as shall be devised by them the said 
Corporation. And further, we, for us our heirs and successors, do, by these presents, give and 
grant unto the said Dean’s Vicar aforenamed and his successors for ever, for the time being, 
that he and they respectively for ever shall have, from time to time and at all times, full 
power and authority to correct and punish all and singular the misdemeanors and enormities 
of every one of the said Corporation of Vicars Chorals aforesaid, which shall be committed, 
perpetrated or done by any of them in the said Cathedral Church, or in their college or 
mansion-houses; and shall have like power and authority, with the consent and approbation 
of the said Dean or Sub-Dean of Saint Patrick’s aforesaid, or, in their absence, with the con- 
sent and approbation of the next dignitary to them in place of Saint Patrick’s aforesaid, 
freely and lawfully to constitute, make and establish ordinances, statutes, orders and bye- 
laws for the good and wholesome government of the said Vicars Chorals in their said college 
or mansion-houses. Provided always nevertheless, and we will and command firmly by 
these presents, that the said Vicars Chorals and their successors shall, from time to time 
and at all times for ever hereafter, be subject to the Dean or Dean and Chapter of Saint 
Patrick’s aforesaid for the time being, for the performance of their services and duties, and 
for the punishment of their negligence, offences and enormities, by mulct, suspension, expul- 
sion or removal of them out of their places, as the case shall require ; and that the said Dean 
of Saint Patrick’s and his successors forever, for the time being, in his or their annual 
Visitation, shall be made Visitor or Visitors of the said Vicars Chorals, and shall and may, 
W these presents, have full power and authority, by the advice and consent of the Chanter, 
Cfhancellor and Treasurer of Saint Patrick’s aforesaid, and of the Archdeacon of Dublin, or 
the more part of them, to make, from time to time and at all times for ever, statutes, orders,

bye-law8 and ordinances for the better government of the said Corporation, and the same 
to change, revoke and alter, at their pleasure, as they shall see cause, so the same be not re- 
pugnant to the statutes and laws of this realm; and such ordinances, bye-laws, statutes, 
and orders, as shall be made by them in manner aforesaid, we do by these presents, for us our 
heirs and successors, ratify confirm and allow, as good and effectual, to bind all and every 
members of the said Corporation of Vicars Chorals aforesaid. And we do, by these presents, 
expressly will and command that the same be duly put in execution, saving always and out 
of tliis our grant wholly foreprized and reserved to the said Dean, Chantor, Chancellor, 
Treasurer and Archdeacon of Dublin aforesaid, and their successors respectively for ever, 
the naming of their own Vicars Chorals in such manner as, heretofore before the sealing 
hereof, hath been used and accustomed, and saving also always and out of this our grant 
likewise wholly foreprized and re.served to the Most Reverend Father in God the Lord 
Archbishop of (Dublin his Grace, and his successors for ever, all power of visitation and 
correction which formerly, before the date of these presents, he and bis predecessors Arch- 
bishops of Dublin have had over the former real or reputed Corporation of Vicars Chorals 
of tlie Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin aforesaid. And further, we by these pre- 
sents for us our heirs and successors do give and grant unto the Dean and Chapter of the 
Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin aforesaid full power and authority for this first time 
of settlementto assign and appoint unto every of the aforenamed twelve persons, by this our 
Royal Charter incorporated into a body politique and corporation of \’’icars Chorals as afore- 
said, such competent yearly means and livelihood as they, in their discretion, with the appro- 
bation of the Lord liepiity or other Chief Governor or Governors and Council of this realm 
for the time being, shall seem meet. And further, of our more ample grace, certain know- 
ledge and mere motion, and by the advice and consent aforesaid, and according to the intent 
and effect of the said Commission, and for the considerations aforesaid, we have given, 
granted, bargained, sold, confirmed and released, and by these presents. Do give, grant, bargain, 
sell, confirm and release unto our right trusty and well beloved cousin and counsellor Roger 
Viscount Ranelagh all the castle and house in Saint Kevin Street in the suburbs of the 
city of Dublin, and one other house thereunto adjoining and two other houses towards the 
West end of the said castle, and a house inclosed within a wall leading to New Street in 
the said suburbs, all now or late in the occupation of the said Viscount Ranelagh or his 
undertenants, also the tovvnlands and hereditaments of Marshall Rathein in the county of 
Dublin, and the small parcels of lands in Athdirge in the said county of Dublin, now or late 
in the tenure and occupation of the said Viscount Ranelagh, and likewise all and singular the 
messuages, houses, lands, tenements, privileges, advantages, easements, commodities, heredita- 
ments of what nature or kind, quality or condition soever to the premises or any part thereof be- 
longing or therewith occupied or used or reputed as part or parcel thei eof, and our reversion or 
reversions, remainder and remainders of all and singular the premises depending or expectant 
upon any demise or demises, grant or grants, or termor terms of life or lives or years, or in fee 
tail, or otherwise, and all and singular the rents, services or reservations upon the same nre- 
mises respectively reserved or due; To Have and To Hold all and singular the premises unto him 
the said Viscount Ranelagh his heirs and assigns to the use. of him his heirs and assigns for ever; 
To Hold of us our heirs and successors by soccage in capite only and not by knight service in 
capita, nor common knight’s service; rendering and payingtherefore yearly unto the saidVicars 
Chorals and their successors for ever, for all otlier rents and services, at the feast days of Saint 
Michael the Archangel and the Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin Mary, by even and 
equal portions, the annual rent of four pounds good and lawful money of England. And 
also we give and grant for us our heirs and successors, by these presents, to ilie said Vicars 
Chorals and their successors, and the said Viscount Ranelagh for him his heirs and suc- 
cessors doth hereby covenant and grant to and will) ihe said Vicars Chorals and their 
successors, that if the said rent of four pounds or any part thereof be behind and unpaid at 
any of the said feast days, that it shall and may be lawful to and for the said Vicar.s Chorals 
and their successors, from time to time and at all limes for ever hereafter, to enter and dis- 
train in and upon the premises, or any part thereof, for the same, and for the arrearages thereof, 
if any be, and of the distresses so taken, to dispose and use as in case between the landlord 
and the very tenant. And moreover we, of onr special grace, certain knowledge and mere 
motion, and by the advice and consent aforesaid, and according to the intent and effect of the 
said Commission, and for the considerations aforesaid. Have given, granted, set and to farm

of these presents, for and during and unto the end of the term and time of Sixty years then 
next ensuing fully to be completed and ended, rendering and paying therefore yearly unto 
the said Vicars Chorals of the Cathedral Church of Saint Patrick’s Dublin aforesaid and 
their successors, during the said term, by equal portions, at the feast days of Saint Michael 
the Archangel and the Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin Mary, the annual rent ol^five 
pounds good and lawful money of England, and likewise unto Mary hong alias Brown 
widow one house and backside in said Patrick’s Street aforesaid, now or late in the tenure 
or occupation of the said Mary, 'I'o Have and To Hold unto the said Mary her executors 
and assigns from the feast day of Easter, for the like term of Sixty years as aforesaid, 
rendering and paying therefore yearly unto the said Vicars Chorals and their successors 
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during the said term, by equal portions, at the said feast days, the annual rent of three 
pounds like money aforesaid. And likewise unto Captain William Meares one house and 
backside in Saint Patrick’s Street aforesaid, now or late in the tenure or occupation of 
the said Captain William Meares ; To Have and To Hold unto the said William his execu- 
toi-s and assigns from the said feast day of Easter, for the like term of Sixty years as afore- 
said, rendering and paying therefore yearly unto the said Vicars Chorals and their succes- 
sors during the said terra, by equal portions, at the said feast days, the annual rent of three 
pounds six shillings and eight pence like money aforesaid.

Provided always, and we further give and grant for us our heirs and successors, by these 
presents, unto the said Vicars Chorals and their successors, ihat if any of the said rents, hereby 
reserved and limited to be paid for and out of the several demised premises, for the several 
terms of years aforesaid, unto the said Vicars Chorals, in manner aforesaid, or any part 
or parcel thereof, be in arrears, behind and unpaid by the space of three weeks next 
after any of the said feast days of Saint Michael the Archangel and the Annunciation 
of the Blessed Viigin Mary aforesaid, that then and so often there shall be paid to the 
said Vicars Chorals and their successors, as often as the same shall be behind and unpaid, 
as aforesaid, by way of nomine pene, by the tenants and occupiers of the said demised 
pi-emises and their assigns respectively, after the rate of two shillings English money in the 
pound for so much of every the said rents, or any part thereof, as shall be so in arrears or 
unpaid as aforesaid, and for so often as the same shall be so behind and unpaid in manner 
aforesaid.
